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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . The requirement for election of a single disclosed species of record is maintained to be 
necessary. Applicants have noted that compounds where X and Y are N and Z is C were elected 
in the parent application of which the present application is a CPA. This broad election, 
however, encompasses xanthine (X is NH, Y is N, Z is CH and R l and R 2 are H) and simple 
alkyl as well as diverse complex substituted derivatives thereof Election of a single species is 
requested, with the understanding that related compounds such as in new claim 21 will be 
grouped together for examination purposes. The search and prosecution in the parent by the 
previous examiner was, in fact, limited to compounds where the R l substituent is an oxyalkyl 
group as in new claim 21.
